First was a partidularly nerv- 
ous tomperament, which predisposed indl- 
viduals otherwise in good health to par 
oxysms of somnambdlism during thelr 
ordinary sleep, Then this sloop walking 
was sometimos producdéd in tho course of 
eortain diseases, of which it might bo con- 
sidered a symptom or a crisis. Then, again, 
{t was often brought on or seen In the course 
of the prc » dling necessary to bring on tho 
condition known as animal magnetism. 
And, again, it might result as a conse- 
quence of a high degree of mental exalta- 

fon. In such acase it was contagiows by 
niftation to stich persons ns should be sub- 
mitted to the same influence. In these four 
divisions of causcs Dr. Hammond, o living 
and modorn authority, holds that Bertrand 
makes four different kinds of somnambu- 
lism—the essential, the symptomatic, the 
artificial and the ecstatio. 

Bortrand was at that day ignorantof that 
form of artificial somnambulism known to 
more modern medical science as hypnotism. 
It may, however, be properly placed in this 
third class. Then taking the four divisions 
thoy may be reduced to two classes, accord- 
{ng to Dr. Hammond—the natural and the 
artificial, The former may occur in persons 
who manifest no marked degree of devia 
tions from the standard of health, and in 
whom where no rey ee pnt nervous ex- 
cltability. Tt fi Gslally, though not al- 
ways, manifested during ordinary sleep, 
and it is common for authors to speak of it 
as being connectod with adream.—st. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Indeed 
the whole pstory of woman from the ear 
liest period of which we have any record is 
made up of tears and black stuffs, like a 
succession of silver nails in a coffin. 

The trouble seems to have been that she 
commenced wrong. If Mother Eve, for ex- 
ample, had had any sense of humor, she 
would have taken no stock in the serpent’s 
story.—New York Recorder.

Mow Josh Martin Laid tho Foundation of 
the Great Swinburne Fortune With in. 
klne 71—A Time When Enginoers Were 
Men of Considerablo Influence. 


“If old Josh Martin was here to seo that 
beauty, ho'd just go crazy,” said a veteran 
ox-railroad engineer, who remembers many 
interesting things about the early days of 
railway transportation in this country, 
speaking of tho magnificent new giant loco- 
motive the Erle railway engineers built for 
exbibjtion at Chicago, “And yet old Josh 
werk say, just as sure as you live: 

“She's a daisy, but I’ll bet she ain't a 
marker 'longside of old 71 when you come 
right down to diggin in for work,’ 

“Now, there's a story for you—old 71, 
Bhe made the big fortunsot the Swinburnes 
of Paterson, or rather old Josh Martin 
made the fortune with old 7L Yetall that 
Josh ever got out of it was a pretty fair 
gold watch, and when he died a few years 
ago, over 70 years of age, he was making a 
livipg on 4 switch engine inthe Erie yards 
at Jersey City, 

“Kifty years ago the Rogers locomotive 
works hadn’t made Paterson famous all 
over the world, but they were laying the 
foundation for their fame and fortune. One 
of the first practical locomotive builders in 
this country was the late School Commis- 
sioner Swinburne of Paterson. He began 
business {n a small way soon after Rogers 
had started his locomotive works, and the 
two engine builders became bitter rivals in 
business’ The Erie was then in operation 
only between Piermont and Middletown. 
Both Rogers and Swinburne had turned out 
locomotives for the road. Two of the orig- 
{pa} locomotive engineers on the Erle were 
Josh Martinand Gad Lyman. Josh believed 
that the Swinburne engines were the best, 
and Gad declared that they were no good. 
The Rogers engines, he held, were the only 
ones that could be depended on. ~ 

“In 1849, when the Erle was opened to 
Binghamton, Josh Martin was put on run 
between Port Jervis and that place, and 
much against his wishes was placed in 
charge of a Rogers locomotive. That loco- 
motive was named the Oneida, but Josh 
culled her ‘The One Idea,’ because, he said, 
she only had one idea, and that was that 
rhe couldn’} make the run on time. A year 
after hat the company ordered a new en- 


gine z Swinburne, although the officers

"TO refnove the impression from their 
minds that he conldn’t build as good a io 
comotive as Rogers, Swinburne did most 
of the work on this engine with his own 
ands.

ly for itself and asidé from all the chances 
of possible gain. 

The baron has given to hospitals, homes 
and beneyolent associations, principally in 
London, without regard to their creeds or 
nationalities, all the money won by him 
upon the turf during 1891 and 1892, In 
1891 the winnings amounted to £7,000, and 
in 1893 to £35,000. The amounts received 
from him by various institutions yary from 
£4,000 to £200, Several of them received 
£2,200, the largest beneficiary of all being 
the London hospital. There are some 40 
institutions on his race money list.—Har 
per’s Weekly.

How necessary was strict obed- 
ionce to the opening words of the text, "love 
the brotherhood,” the cultivation of friendly 
relationship. social intercourse, mutual sym- 
pathy, sctive charity and preparation for 
universal brotherhood of the whole human 
family, He noted also that thelr brother- 
hood was essentially patriotre in its charac 
ter, appealing to those natural inborn qual- 
ities of their common stock, such as love of 
country, loyalty to the constitutional form 
of limited monarchy, the proverbial British 
eonge of justice and deep affection for the 
“‘vth-right principles of civil ond religious 
liberty, He would that true patriotism were 
more widely prevalent, as it strikes some 
sympathetic chord in every human breast, 
Por example it causes all true Canadians in 
unison with other subjects of the Bri- 
tish Empire to realize vividly that however 
widely separated in distance, they are yot 
firmly, and, he trusted, in some far-reaching 
wise imperial policy, more firmly yet to be 
united in adamantine strength by ties of 
similar privilege and kiudred blood. Thus 
inspired by patriotism a1 true Canadians 
are, he was confident, prepared to.uphold ia 
this fair Dominion. in the future as in the 
past, the prestige and the honor of the re- 
nowned old meteor flag of England, In ad- 
dition to fostering there principles he was 
glad to learn that it was their desire also to 
have them leavened and purified by that 
only regenerating influence *Religion’s sacred 
flame,’ as was evidenced by their attendance 
in the church that evening. 

Coming to a more methodical considerat- 
ion of the text he would remark (1) that the 
command "Fear God” to be rightly under- 


stood must-be considered in connection with | 


ovhir passages of God's holy word which 
are explanatory of tho ‘fear’ here apoken of. 
In brief it was not fear in the spirit of

Thy commaudments,” One ¢ifec 
ivan of God was to make us value very sare- 
fu'ly God's truth and to bold only what is 
in keeping with church doctrine and Bible 
truth. [le kuew very well that the ’Preutice 
Boys do not require to be warned against the 
encroachments made by the Church of Rome 
upon the fuith of the Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church, for cue of the objecta in 
which they were united was to resist al 
such encroachments. He wonld ask, Are 
Protestanta as uvited in holding the truth as 
théy ought to be? Do they thus ‘fear God?’ 
He feared too many were careless in this 
matter and thought so long as they were 
not Roman they tray be apything else in the 
world, In condemning the errors of others 
they were not to overlook theirown. They 
were not to suppose that all the crror in 
the world is to be found within the Church 
of Rome nor all departures from apostolic 
fa th and practice, If Protestantism errs in 
subtraction and underating of certain doc- 
trines, the Latin church has erred more 
grievously by unwarranted additions tu the 
faith once delivered to the saints. He 
would mention « few of these: Mariolatry, 
transubstantiation, doctriae of purgatory 
aud indulgences, invocation of saints, con- 
fessional, papal infullibility, etc, Referring 
to his owu, the Anglican branch of the Holy 
Catholic and Apostolic church, he said, that 
after the church of Rome it was the best 
abuse: religious body in the world, and that 
because her real character, origio, mission 
and history is so often misunderstood.

volcanic action either on the continent o 
in the ocean bed. He beli¢ves that the an- 
cient Egyptians, the most progressive and 
adventurous people of ancient times, dis- 
covered the continent, but that in the de- 
cline both of their learning and power it 
beoame lost to view and existed at the time 
our knowledge of Egypt begins merely as a 
shadowy tradition, 

It is his opinion that traces of the Egyp- 
tians of those days are to be sought in the 
ruined cities of Centra] America, whose 
origin hag never been determined or even 
been madé the basis of any reasonable the- 
ory. Such a discoyéry would furnish a sub- 
stantial basis for the legend of the lost At- 
lantis, and the theory invests those wonder- 
ful ruins with a new interest for the anti- 
quarians.—Milwaukee Journal.

INSPECTOR'S REPORT, 

Inspector Hodgson, who recently visited 
the Deseronto High School, has forwarded 
some extracts of his report to the Board 
which we present to our readers, He 
generalizes his opinion in the following 
words. ‘This school continues to maintain 
the high degree of excellence that hag char- 
acterized it sivce opening.” Here are some 
of the particulars, Referring to accommoda- 
tion he places 12 out of 14 of the subheads 
under this heading in the first class, desks 
being marked second class and waiting 
roome blank. We will venture to assert 
that the Tuspector fints but few schools so 
well equipped. Under the heading ‘Or- 
ganizition’ he fiads that the provisions made 
for teaching writing, reading aud drill are 
in accord with the regulations and for other 
subject it is fair The divisions of duties 
among tcachers and the proportion of 
pupils to teachers are both satisfactory, The 
character ofthe teaching isinvariably marked 
good in all branches taught. Mr, Hodgson 
reports the staff legally qualified, discipline 
excelleut, pupils regularly admitted, text 
books in accord with the regulations, tine is 
regolarly devoted to supplementary reading 
in Euglish literature, ‘The character of the 
work of the last class of entrants is taarked 
good and excellent, It is pleasing to make 
sich an encouraging report public. It is 
evident that the inspector was perfectly sat- 
isfied with what he observed of the work of 
this school.

Suppose, therefore, a particular 
suburb of a city, returning one member to 
the municipal body, to contain several hun- 
dred men who by position and education 
would be well fitted to occupy seats on the 
council, only one of these could by any pos 
sibility find his way into the governing as 
sembly of his town, while the others would 
be practically débarred from taking any 
similar position, although they might be 
the owners of property in several districts 
within thecity and be compelled to pay 
heavy taxation to a body upon which it 
was impossible for them to sit or eves to 
obtain representation. 

Tho samo restriction would prevent them 
from being returned to thelr mae leglela- 
tures, although a hundred nelghbering elec 
toral districts might find it impossible to 
discover within their limite men cqually

The reader will not be slow to 
observe that its development in the present 
day has not apparently lost sight of these 
conditions.

Divested of nll merely technical phrase-

CANADIAN CHEESE AT THK 
WORLD'S FAIR, 

Canada has carricd off a large share of 
prizes for cheese at the \World’s Fair, The 
‘| exhibit of dairy producta atChicago was 
greatest of the kind ever held in the world. 
The judging of cheese and butter. was the 
finished last week, the judges being John 
H. Hodgson, of New York, and A, FP. 
Maclaren, of Windsor, Ont, They agreed 
to recommend that all exhibita of cheeso 
which received a score of 90 and over should 
be awarded a medal and diploma, The 
total number of single exhibits of cheese was 
667. Of these Canada sent 162 from 110 
different factories, Of the total number of 
some 135 exhibits which won medals in the 
factory classes no less than 126 were from 
Canada, A strong point in honor of Canada 
was brought out in the fact that 8) exhibits 
of Canadian cheese scored higher than the 
highest United States cheese, Of the 
exhibits which won the honor 69 came from 
Ontario, 52 from Quebec, one from New 
Brunswick, two from Nova Scotia, and two 
from Prince Edward Island. Of the cheese 
of the present season (1593) twenty lots from 
Quebeo won medals against one { om 
Ontario, Thore will be three nore comp. 'i 
tions in July, September and OctoLer, 
dairy commissioner is reserving the effort 
with Canadian butter until September and 
Of 25 Canadian 
exhibits in the June competition for butter 
thirteen secured medals, twelve of these 
going to Quebec.

iow Oranges Are Sorted, 

There are hundreds of orange groves in 
Florida, each producing many thousand 
boxes every season. ‘The oranges are 
shipped and sold according to size, and 
there are usually four grades, called No, 1, 
2,8, eto, Tosort all these millions of or- 
anges would be a very long and tedious job 
if it were done by hand, and they would be 
das peeeay sorted, too, for one could not 
judge by the eye alone exactly what the 
size of the orange is, and many would go 
into the wrong boxes. 

But to overcome all this difficulty the or- 
ange growers uso a simple device called an 
orange sorter, It is merely a long, inclined 
trough, with different sized holes cut in the 
bottom. Under the holes are placed boxes. 
A basket of oranges is brought in and 
dumped into the upper end of the trough, 
which is just wide enough to allow them 
to roll down in single filo, one after another. 
As they run by the first hole, which is very 
small, all the little ones drop through into 
the box underneath. The rest roll on and 
in passing the second hole, which is one- 
fourth larger than the first, the next sized 
ones drop through into another box, and so 
on by two more holes, which leave only the 
largest ones in the trough. These roll out 
to the lower end and are caught in a basket 

laced there tocatch them, All the men 

ave todo is to go around and put new 
boxes in place when the old ones get full. 
—Boston Journal. 


Tho Process of Nature, 

There are processes of nature which seem 
as inexplicable as the operation of the mind. 
Why does sugar always crystallize in a cer- 
tain way and salt in a certain other way? 
An infallible test for some minerals is their 
form of crystallization. Why does the mys- 
terlous movement of the sap {na plant pro- 
ceed with such absolute regularity, that in 
the leaf, say, of a variegated geranium a 
little coloring matter of one shade is dropped 
at one point and a little of another ahaale 
at another point with never a mistake?

Why do the plants of the tropics expend 
all their forces in leaf and gorgeous flower 
and ylold only a few seeds, as if they knew 
that in the gonial climate where they flour- 
ish every seod stood a good chance of grow- 
ing? Did the plants learn these things 
themselves, as the mico loarned that it was 
no use to bo born with tails, and the Short- 
horn cows learnod that it was no use to be 
born with a disposition to givo a large flow 
of milk, or tho trotting horae learned that 
he ought to be born with a trotting In- 
stinct? These are dificult questions, good 
questions to be thought over by those very 
excellont people who aro are satisfied that 
thoy ‘know it all,”’—Seattle Telegraph, 


A TERRIBLE DISASTER, 


1.088 OF THE VICTORIA, 


One of the most frightful naval disasters 
of modern times occurred on Thursday, 
22nd inst., when the British battleship 
Victoria was sunk off the eastern shore of 
the Mediterranean oud twenty-one officers 
ani oyer three hundredmen were drowned. 
A thrill of horror ran through the civitized 
world on the recept of the sad intelligence. 
Tho Victoria was one of the finest and 
best equipped war ships afloat, and carried 
the flag of Vice-Admiral, Sir George 
Tryon, one of the most famous nayal 
officers of the British na The follow- 
ing Special cable from Tripoli gives full 
details of the disaster, 

Abour three o'clock Thursday afternoon 
the English fleet came in sight off Hl Mina, 
the port and town of Tripoli, The five big 
ironclads—Victoria, Camperdown, Edin- 
burgh, Nile aud Sans Pareil—were drawn 
up in full front, Uhe Victoria was in the 
centre, the Camperdown on her left and 
the Edinburgh on her right. When they 
were within five miles of shore Vice-Ad- 
miral Sir George Tryon signalled to turn 
and form in double line, This meant that 
the Victoria and Camperdown were to go 
ahead a little ond describe a turn—the 
Victoria turning to the left and the Camp- 
erdown turning to the right—then they

would adyance side by side in the direc- 
tion from which they had come, the others 
would awing into double column order, 
and adyance two and two behind the 
leaders, 

When the order was given the distance 
between the ships was less than two cable- 
lengths, The execution of the order was 
easy enough for ehips further away from 
the centre, but extremely difficult for the 
Victoria and the Camperdown.

Whether because Admiral Markham, of 
the Camperdown, could not believe tliis 
movement was to be tried when theships 
were so close together, or becanse he 
thought Adiniral Tyron had miscalculated 
the distance, he aid not set about execut- 
ing Admiral Tyron’s order, but signalled 
that he did not understand it. The Vic- 
toria and other vessels had not hesitated.

The Victoria began to turn at once, as she 
still held to the signal, The Camperdéwn 
no longer heeitated, but also began to turn. 
The brief delay, however, had been fatal. 
The Victoria had nearly turned, and the 
Camperdown swinging round, bore down 
upon her. Both Admirals were quick to 
act. Admiral Tryon swung the vistors 
80 as to receive, at the ratlest angle the 
blow which both officers saw was ineyit- 
able, and Admiral Markhain did the same 
for the Camperdown, besides reversing her 
screws. The twelvye-foot ram of the Cam- 
erdown struck the hull of the Victoria 
just in front of the armoured bulkhead 
and plunged into the thin plates of her 
starboard side, The armoured ends at the 
bulkheads and the forward part of the 
Victoria above the water line were mere 
cardboard to the great iron wedge so 
mightily propelled. There was a smash- 
ing of wood and iron plates, and eight feet 
of the bow of the Camperdown crashed 
twenty feet into the bowels of the Vic- 
toria. The Camperdown was halted by the 
heavy armour of the Victoria, and as her 
screws were zeyersed she at once began to 
back away. 

As all the other vessels were moving to 
get into line behind the two leaders, they 
were beariug down upon the entangled 
ships, and a catastrophe involving all the 
ironclads was imminent. Only the cool- 
nessand prompt action of the other com- 
manders prevented = general disaster. 

The Victoria’s bovr was now pointed full 
toward the shore, It seems that Admiral 


|Tryondid not realize the extent of the 
‘damage done to the Vietoria, As no acci- 


dent of exactly this kind has happened be- 
fore, he did not know what the effect of 
the hole in the compartment was to be. 
He no doubt thought that a3 only one 
compartment was damaged the others 
would keep his sale afloat, so when the 
Camperdown and the other ships signalled 
offers of boats, he replied that he did not 
need them. 

The Victoria began to: forge straight for 
the shore under ful] steam, It is one of 
the rules of the British Navy that if a ship 
is in danger of sinking and shore is not far 
away she must be got into shallow water, 
so that if she goes down she may be raised 
again. So Admiral Tryon was making for 
the shore and widening the distance be- 
tween the Victoria and the other ships. 
When the Camperdown’s ram struck the 
Victoria, Admiral Tryon, two signal offi- 
cersand the men at the wheel were all on 
the bridge either in full view orin the 
chart house. Most of the crew was on the 
forward deck, lounging about, trying to 
keep cool under the blazing sun of the 
clear, calm day. With the crash they 
rushed into the battery, and as far aft as 
possible, but when the two vessels separat- 
ed all returned to their places. Discipline 
was perfect. The admiral and officers re- 
mained steadfast upon the bridge, setting 
an example. So good was the discipline 
that within five minutes after the blow a 
diving suit had been brought on deck and 
a diver was getting into it to obey an order 
to go below and find out the extent of the 
damage. 

The untangling and getting under full 
headway had taken some little time, 
About ten minutes after the blow, the 
Victoria, having got something like two 
miles nearer shore froin the scene of the 
collision, all at once leaned away oyer to 
starboard, and with agreat roll and plunge 
buried her bow beneath the calm surface 
of the sea, Itwas almost instantaneous. 
There was only a chance for a few wild 
cries and the Victoria was almost half 
submerged, bow foremost, while the rapid- 
ly revolving screws were high in the air, 
Those on deck were plunged immediately 
into the water. ‘he men forward and be- 
low had no time to rushto the deck, but 
found themselves groping for doors in 
rooms filled with water and compressed 
There was a little more time for 
those in the officers’ quarters. They 
heard the shouts and warningecries, and 
rushed to the almost porpentioulan deck. 

Commander Jellicoe, lying in his birth 
ill with fever, started up and dashed to the 
deck to find himself immediately struggl- 
ing in the water, A lieutenant swam up 
to him, put his arms around him, and des- 
pite the handicap of supporting a helpless 
man was able to get away from the side of 
the sinking ship. It.took a strong, skilfal

Tho Annexation of Canada 
Question of Trade—What Continental 
Union Would Moan os Far as the Public 
Lands In Canada Are Concerned. 


The total value of tho imports into Cana- 
da and Newfoundland for the fiscal year 
énding June 90, 1892, was in round num- 
bers $135,000,000, or $27 per capita, while 
the total value of the imports into the 
United States was $827,000,000, or only $12.60 
per capita. We are more wealthy than our 
good Canadian cousins and therefore pur- 
chase more luxuries, expensive goods and 
works of art per capita than they do which 
are not produced upon this continent. The 
same is true of someof the necessaries of 
life—viz, of sugar, of which we are con-

Under the present tariff of Canada and 
Newfoundland we supplied $54,000,000 
worth of the total imports of the two coun- 
tries in 1892, With absolute free trade be- 
tween British North America and the Unit- 
ed States qnd with practically the present 
tariff of this country as against all other 
nations extended to Canada and Newfonnd- 
land we should be better able than sve are 
now to furnish all we supply. 
We now sell to Canada $10.00 per capita 
of her total imports. If with continental 
union her total per capita imports are re- 
duced to $12.00, the same as in the United 
Statos, it will leave only $2.10 per capita to 
be supplied by other nations, or a total of 
$10,500,000, which, deducted from $185,000,- 
000, her’total imports for 1893, leaves $124,- 
600,000 to be furnished by this country. Of 
this we now supply $54,000,000 worth, which, 
deducted from §124,600,000, leaves $70,500,-
